On 2nd April, 1970, while patrolling, Shri Mahesh Pal 
Singh, Sub-Inspector received information that some Pak 
smugglers armed with rifles were likely to enter Indian terri- 
tory. Shri Mahesh Pal Singh sent lor assistance from the 
outpost and he himself proceeded to wav-lay the smugglers. 
At about 1700 hrs, they saw live persons, three of them 
armed with idles with five camels on a sand dune at a dis- 
tance of about 300 yards. On being challenged by Shri 
Mahesh Pal Singh to surrender, some of the smugglers took 
cover while otherb took position and fired on the Border 
Secuiity Force patrol. Shri Mahesh Pal Singh remained 
undeterred. He re-organised the Bolder Security Force 
patrol and deployed his party in ihree groups to advance 
towards the smugglers from three different directions. The 
smugglers tried to re-enter the Pakistan territory but they 
weie not allowed to do so by the Pak rangers. The smug- 
glers then tried to break through the Border Security Force 
patrol, who returned the fire and fatally injured three camels 
of the smugglers, The smugglers then made another bid to 
escape to Pakistan where two of them were arrested by the 
Pak rangers, The remaining smugglers re-entered the Indian 
tcriitory. One of them armed with liflc managed to reach 
close to Shri Mahesh Pal Singh and fired at him, Shri 
Mahesh Pal Singh, in disregard of his personal safety, pounc- 
ed upon tho smuggler without giving the latter a chance to 
re-load his weapon, and over-powered him. He thus succeed- 
ed in apprehending a notorious smuggler. 

In this encounter with the Pakistani smugglers Shri 
Mahesh Pal Singh displayed conspicuous gallantry and fear- 
lessness in the face of grave danger to his own life.

S/Shri Mukul Chandra 
Ganguly, Kasi Nath Roy and Zulfikar Khan, Constables, 
proceeded to Kurya outpost to round-up the raiders, On reach- 
ing the outpost, ihc plain clothes police party lay in ambush 
at various points, They waited for some time but as there 
were no indications of the anticipated attack by the mis- 
creants, they decided to advance in order to locate the exact 
position of the miscreants, At about 11.40 p.m., tho police 
party crossed the railway track and advanced further. 
Suddenly, Shri Mukul Chandra Ganguly was attacked by four 
miscreants with large daggers and one of tho miscreants gave 
a dagger blow at his abdomen but Shri Ganguly put his hand 
on his abdomen, As a result of this, Shri Ganguly was 
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injured. In disregard of his injuries, Shri Ganguly drew out 
his revolver and fired at the miscreants. Other miscreants 
advanced to attack Shri Kasi Nath Roy and Shri Zulfikar 
Khan. Two of these miscreants attacked them with iron 
rods. Shri Roy first resisted with the help of a torch light. 
He then drew out his revolver and fired four rounds at the 
miscreants. Another miscreant advanced towards Shri 
Zulfikar Khan and attacked him with a deadly weapon. But 
Shri Zulfikar Khan, in disregard of his own safety, jumped in 
the midst of the miscreants and fired twice for the protection 
ol the lives of his colleagues. As a result of the gallant 
action of these three police officers, three members of the 
gang of wagon breakers were killed. 

In this incident, Shri Mukul Chandra Ganguly, Shri Kasi 
Nath Roy and Shri Zulfikar Khan displayed courage, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty of a very high order.

(i) In each calendar year, there shall ordinarily bo one 
prize reserved for each branch of law and it shall be 
an amount of Rupees Ten Thousand; 

Provided that books written in pursuance of a contract 
with the Government or written under any Govern- 
ment Scheme for translation shall not be eligible for 
the award of prize. 

(ii) The author of the book whether the book be in 
manuscript or already printed shall submit eleven 
copies thercoC to the Secretaryj Legislative Depart- 
ment, Ministiy of T aw & Justice, Government of 
Tndia. New Delhi by a date which will be specified 
for the purpose. Books or manuscripts submitted 
after that dale shall not be accepted for consideration 
for award of prize in that year.
